Probably one of the most sensational 
plots ever brought to light in Perry 
county was reached 
when United 


{States Marshal 
McCallister 
placed 


under arrest Miss 
Eva 
Anderson, 


who was yesterday indicted, charged 
with using the mails to transmit ob- 
scene and threatening letters. That 
section of Perry county lying within 
a radius of 19 miles of New Lex- 
ington has been kept in terror by 
the receipt of threatening letters for 
two years. 


Through her almost insane jeal- 


ouy of Russell Watson, a former lo- 
er, Miss Anderson, 30, is said" to 
have resorted to the use of the mails 
in making dire threats to kill by 
poisoning and 
burning 
prominent 


peop'le," presumably to force the de- 
votion of Watson. 


A systematic chain of letters con- 


taining an alleged poison, obscene 
drawings, and threats to kill persons 
if they did not comply 
with 
the 


•wishes of the writer, has been con- 
ducted. 
The matter has been pre- 


sented by different persons to the 
authorities trom time to time,, but 
not 
until 
recently did suspicions 


center upon the Anderson woman 
She was perhaps the most persistent 
in making complaints to the prose- 
cuting attorney, producing anony- 
mous letters mailed to her. 


After investigation it would seem 


that-the letters were penned by hei 
own hand. 


It seems that Watson came to the 


Lyonsdale mine nearly three years 
ago. 
He was a blacksmith. Among 


tne acquaintances he 
formed 
was 


Miss Krigbaum. After a time he be- 
gan calling upon Eva Anderson, and 
judging from the letters someone ev- 
idently had been making love. In a 
few months Watson discontinued hi 
visits to the Anderson home and it is 
believed that this brought forth the 
letters. That the woman had grown 
desperate is evident on the face of 
each missive, as she inferred many 
criminal and 
slanderous 
offenses. 


Watson left eighteen 
months 
ago 


and returned to his home at New 
Concord. 


Anonymous letters were received 


by James Campbeill of New Con- 
cord. In the letter Campbell receiv- 
ed were threats that if he failed to 
mail the enclosed missives at the 
New Concord postoffice "he would 
be'burned in his bed." 


Mr. Campbell also received a let- 


ter bearing the signature, "Granville 
P. Allison, noble grand of the Odd 
Fellows." 
Mr. Allison 
was 
much 


surprised to receive a letter from 
Campbell in the form of 
a 
reply, 


making inquiry as to what charges 
had been brought by the New Lex- 
ington lodge against Watson. 
Mr. 


Allison replied that he knew nothing 
.whatever of such a charge. 


Some months after this Allison re- 


ceived a package 
containing 
two 


other packages to be delivered to 
Newton Brown and E. B. Holcomb. 
The packages were found to contain 
poison. They were represented in a 
letter to each party signed, "Odd 
Fellow," to 
ocontain 
an excellent 


headache remedy. 


Following this, O. F. Sears, pro- 


prietor of the New Central hotel, a 
former Adams Express agent at New- 
ark, received a package containing a 
similar powder and a tetter in which 


Odd Fellows lodge. 
The person's re- 


ceiving the powders 
reported 
the 


matter to the authorities, but no ob- 
tainable clue could be found and at 
that time the matter was dropped. 


From time to time Mr. Allison re- 


ceived letters without a signature, in 
which threats were made that his 
stock would likely be poisoned and 
he Jiimself be killed unless he obey 
certain commands. 


The Anderson girl aiso produced 


letters and drawings in which her 
life was threatened if she did not 
drop Watson. 
She took the matter 


up with the authorities and accused 
William Taylor, a well-known young 
man, as being their author. The pos- 
tal authorities investigated and found 
that the writing corresponded in a 
degree with Mr.iTaylor's hand. How- 


a,^further, investigation proved 


that 
Mr. 
Taylor 
was 
innocent. 


Through 
the 
instigation of Miss 


Anderson, the matter was aired in 
the Odd Fellows' lodge, of which 
i>ir. Taylor is a member, and he was 
taken "upon the carpet" for the of- 
fense. 


Letters continued being received 


by numerous persons, all 
being 
a 


connecting link in a rather confus- 
ing manner. No one apparently gave 
the matter much thought except the 
Anderson woman, and she at var- 
ious intervals took it up with the of- 
ficials. Suspicions were aroused that 
Miss Anderson was herself guilty. 
The mails were closedly 
observed, 


stamps were marked and the matter 
so closely watched that the postal 
autnorities are positive of her guilt. 


'ine United States grand jury re- 


turned an indictment against Eva 
Anderson and Deputy McCalHister, 
accompanied by Postal nspector Old- 
field, went to the Anderson home 
two miles east of here and arrested 
the woman. 
She appeared 
to be 


greatly surprised and 
denied 
the 


charge. A search through her effects 
in the home produced a number of 
different forms of writing materials 
which correspond 
identically 
with 


those used in the anonymous letters 
written and signed by Miss Ander- 
son in her correspondence with Rus- 
sell Watson, J .D. Watson, the fath- 
er, and the Anderson woman, after 
Russell watson returned 
to New

VICTORIA, B. C., Dec. S— Two hundred lives were lost 
in the des- 


tniUion of tlu- Russian steamship Varya-en, wnich was blown up By a 
floating miri'j leceiuly off Cape Manchuria, according to passengers 
from 


the Orient who ha-.e ;nst arrived here with accounts of the disaster. T5» 
mine is thought to have been adrift since the Russo-Japanese war. 


'Jhe Varjagen had three hundred and fifty passengers on board, most 


of whom were Russian traders and merchantmen. The steamer was pro- 
ceeding in a southerly direction. Who n four miles off Cape Manchuria tfiS 
forward waich saw the floating mine ahead 
The Varyagen veered from 


her course, so that the bow just missed the explosive, but the steamer 
crrslied into the mine. There was, a fearful explosion and the Varyageu 
shivered from stem to stern. Passengers rushed to the decks in a panic. 
Life beats were manned but the vessel listed so that it was Impossible to 
lower on one side of the ship. 


The explosion had torn half of the bottom from the Varyagen 
and 


immediately she begun to fill and settle. 
Many passengers unable to get 


into the crowded life boats threw themselves into the sea. In less than 
two minutes after the Varyagen had struck she sank. 


Chinese junks put off from the shore and rescued over 
100 passen- 


gers found clinging to debris and floating in the water.

As one of the nine national homes 


for soldiers is located in Ohio, the fol- 
lowing extract from the annual report 
of Colonel John L. Chamberlain, in- 
spector general of federal homes for 
soldiers, may be of some interest to 
others besides the veterans: In these 
nine homes the total population June 
20, 1906, was 18,661, a gain of 591 
over last year. The average age is 
65.64. The per capita cost $153.63. 
Beer hall receipts for the year were 
5291,690, profits $165,453. Chamber- 
lain says: "The beer hall is a most 
valuable agent in determining the 
comfort, contentment, health and gen- 
eral welfare of members." Beer hall 
profits are used to provide amuse- 
ments for veterans, but the beer halls 
are objected to by those who are op- 
posed to the army canteen.

Of the insane hospitals in Ohio the 


largest is at Columbus, which had a 
total population during the year of 
2.037 patients, the highest population 
at one time was S74 men and 756 
women at the close of the year. Dur- 
ing the year 256 men were received, 
57 men were discharged as recovered, 
19 men discharged as improved: 24 
men discharged without improvement, 
and 77 men died: 196 women were re- 
ceived, 69 wompn discharged as cured, 
14 women discharged as improved, 15 
women discharged not improved, and 
40 women died. The total expenses 
for the year were S225.564, per capita 
cost $150.12. On the subject of corn- 


crease of 214 over last year. The to- 
tal cost of maintenance was $207,- 
096.13, making the per capita cost 
$167.83. This is an increase over last 
year, ascribed by the trustees to in- 
creased prices of things purchased. 
The trustees say: "We desire to com- 
mend in the highest terms the system 
of buying staple articles of merchan- 
dise by the competitive bid system."

On the subject of competi- 
tive bidding the trustees say: "We 
think it has greatly reduced the ex- 
penses of the institution, though the 
increase in the cost of living has pre- 
vented it from reducing the per capita 
cost." At this institution 61 pupils 
were admitted during the year. At 
the time of the report there were 273 
male pupils and 212 female pupils, 
Franklin county having 55, Cuyahoga 
43, Hamilton 23, Clermont, Defiance, 
Pairfield, Mercer, Pickaway and Pike 
counties none. * * *

Very interesting figures appear in 


the report of the industrial school at 
Lancaster for boys. At the close of 
the year there were 915 boys, although 
the average daily population was 943, 
due to commitments from, juvenile 
courts. During the year 612 were re- 
ceived, 195 of them having American 
parentage, 79 colored and 337 of for- 
eign parentage. The foreign increase 
is attributed to Immigration to the 
cities. During the year 529 were dis- 
charged. 
The report was unique in 


appearance, having been bound at the 
bindery connected with the school, ad- 
dressed on the first page to the gover- 
nor as "His Excellency," a portrait of 
Governor Harris appearing on the 
page. The total cost for the year was 
$151,161, the per capita cost $167.01, 
an increase, attributed to increased 
cost of food products.

There is a serious state of affairs at 


the industrial home at Delaware for 
girls, which had 411 girls enrolled 
at the close of the year. The law 
raising from 18 to 21 years the age at 
which girls must be released from 
home resulted in an increase of one- 
third in the population of the institu- 
tion. It has been in effect three years. 
At the time it was enacted it was un- 
derstood that the intention of the law 
was to increase the age of those under 
parole. The theory was that most of 
those under 18 would be paroled, and 
not remain in the institution, though 
practically under its control. 
There 


are now 103 on parole. The gain of 
those released on honor is slight. 


The result of this increase is that 


the girls are sleeping in halls that 
have been converted into temporary 
dormitories. In many cases rooms 
that were intended for one inmate are 
accommodating more. Before one of 
the dormitories burned there were ac- 
commodations for 200 girls. The build- 
ing being erected to replace it will 
provide for 60. No relief from the 
congestion is in sight for at least two 
years. The legislature will be asked 
to take cognizance of the condition 
at its next session. Two additional 
dormitories will be urged. 
Franklin 


county has 34 girls at the home, Lu- 
cas 25, Cuyahoga 24, Hamilton 23. 
Hamilton and Cuyahoga are low be- 
cause local institutions care for many 
who would otherwise go to Delaware. 
The total cost of the institution for 
the year was $56,200, the per capita 
cost $149,87.

CONVICT-MADE GOODS.

House Passes Bill to Curb Competi- 


tion With Free {.abor. 


Washington, Dec. S.—By a practi- 


cally unanimous vote the house .pass- 
ed the bill limiting the regulation of 
interstate commerce between the sev- 
eral states in articles manufactured 
by convict labor or in any prison or 
reformatory. The bill was introduced 
by Mr. Hunt (Mo.), a practical stone 
mason. Under the Wilson bill, which 
became a Jaw in 3S90, convict-labor- 
made goods may enter into active 
competition with goods manufactured 
by "free labor," and under this federal 
law a state could not pass a law that \ 
would prevent the shipping into the 
state prison-made goods of other 
states . The bill just passed abrogates 
the interstate commerce law as at 
present applied to convict-made goods, 
thereby 
affording 
to 
the 
different 


states and territories the right to in- 
hibit the shipping of convict-made 
goods within the confines of any state 
or territory. 
Mr. Hunt asked for its 


passage not only in the interest of 
free labor, but in the interest of the 
manufacturers. He said it was an at- 
tempt to curb the criminal competi- 
tion of the penitentiary.

The presi- 
dent assured them he would consult 
with the leaders in congress, and' ex- 
press ed the hope that something defi- 
nite and effective could be done in the 
way of increased appropriations: for 
the improvement of th^i. nation'stiwa- 
terways. Albert Bettinger of QiKbin- 
nati, convention spokesman, advanced 
the proposition that the natural,srlter- 
ways made efficient by the aid; .Of the 
government would not only supply, the 
deficiency of transportation' facilities, 
present and prospective, but would so 
equitably and 
naturally 
regulate 


freight charges as to be most coiidu- 
cive to continued prosperity. He told 
the president that the convention iug- ; 
gested regular annual appropriations 
of not less than ?50JOOO,0000 to replace ' 
the 
"hitherto desultory.and inade- 


quate appropriations" for the improve- 
ment of the waterways arid to place 
their prosecution on a business basis, 
insuring their completion within1 a 
reasonable time. The president re- 
plied as follows: 


"I have come to feel a growing sense 


of the importance of establishing" a" 
farreaching, coherent plan for the gen- 
eral improvement of the waterways" 
of the country. I was first led to con- 
sideration of that plan by considering 
another plan for the use of water not 
in connection with waterways, but in; 
connection with preparing tbJe land at 
the head of the river to produce"the;. 
harvests that later in part should be'; 
carried on the rivers lower down- 
that is, in connection with the irriga- 
tion policy, in which I so strongly be-. 
lieve as vital to the welfare of" the' 
Rocky mountain and adjacent States, 
Just as I feel that the nationaY gbv- 
crnment should concern itself with 
utilization of the water of rivers in- 
their sources, where the country is 
dry, 
so I feel the national government- 


should concern itself with the proper 
control and utilization of the water, 
lower down in the river where they, 
are fitted to be the great arteries of 
communication. I have had it brought 
strikingly to my attention but recently 
how much we suffer at. present be-' 
cause of the inadequate transporta- 
tion facilities of the railways for rn'ov- • 
ing the great grain crops and cattle 
crop of this country. We need and - 
must have further facilities for tranS-;- 
portation, and, as has been well point-. 
ed out, one of the effective methods, 
of affecting railway rates, is to. provide 
for a proper system of water trans- 
portation."
